THIS  fountain,  together  with  that  of  the  Salto  del  Agua,  is  all  that  re¬ 
mains  of  the  great  aquedud  that  brought  water  from  the  spring  at 
Chapultepec  to  the  City  of  Mexico.  It  is  built  on  the  same  course  as 
the  ancient  aquedud  constructed  by  the  Aztecs  long  before  the  Conquest. 
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
